WHAT A PINT OF BLOOD MEANS 
By a Plomb Toolerette 

I'm not a particularly patriotic per- 
son — I dont wave flags or beat 
drums. In fact, | probably am a little 
more cynical than most people. I used 
to write “sob-sister” stories for news- 
papers, and I’m too api to label as 
“propaganda” most war stories. 

I went down to the Red Cross Blood 
Bank at 9th and Wesiern last week. 
The fact that I went during the second

day of Invasion was incidental — my~ 


appointment had been set for 10 weeks. 
I thought, of course, that the place 
would be packed. Instead, I found 
fewer than a dozen donors and three of 
these were soldiers! 


When I got home, I found a letter 
from a friend of mine in ltaly. He's 
been overseas since last fall, and in 
the hospital since the early part of the 
Cassino campaign. Part of his letter 
told me that the plasma supply ran so 
low that only those cases which could 
be called “life or death” were getting 
transfusions! To be brutal, if a soldier's 
injuries were so severe that he'd re- 
quire a great deal of plasma, chances 
were that the medico would portion 
that amount to two or three other men!

VACATIONS 
(No. 5 in the New Series on 
Employee Dividends) 

The management establishes a vaca- 
tion policy each year — both for salar- 
ied and hourly rate workers on the 
basis of business conditions, length of 
work week, and other factors affecting 
the subject. 

Generally speaking, the 
follows: 


EMPLOYEES ON OFFICE PAYROLL, 
who have been in our employ con- 
tinuously for a period of six months 
prior to July lst are eligible for one 
week's (48 hours) vacation with pay. 
Those who have been employed for 
one year prior io July Ist are eligible 
for two weeks’ (96 hours) vacation 
with pay. 

EMPLOYEES ON SHOP PAYROLL 
who have been in our employ con- 
tinuously from January Ist to July Ist 
are eligible for one week’s vacation 
with pay, the amount being 48 hours 
at regular base rate at time vacation 
is taken. 


Employees permanently transferred 
from shop to office, or vice versa, shall 
be entitled to the vacation according 
to their status at the time of taking the 
vacation. 

No payments shall be made to em- 
ployees in lieu of vacations; except in 
very unusual circumstances time must 
be taken off. 


Vacations cannot be split, except 
into periods of one week each. 

Loss of Vacation Privilege: Em- 
ployees who voluntarily resign or are 
discharged for cause prior to their 
scheduled vacations will automatically 
lose their vacation privileges. Leave 
of Absences extending in excess of two 
weeks will automatically defer the 
vacation eligibility by an equivalent 
amount of time.

Exceptions: No exceptions to the 
vacation regulations will be made ex- 
cept upon recommendation of a De- 
partment Head with the approval of the 
Personnel Director and an officer of the 
Company.

SGT. ROBERT W. CARHART 
WINS SILVER STAR 


Riverton, N. J., May 12 — A little 
more than two years ago, Sgt. Robert 
W. Carhart, now 23, of 610 Lippincott 
Ave., was just another rookie Marine. 
Now he is a hero of World War II and 
is recuperating from wounds in a hos- 
pital in Australia. 

Sergeant Carhart took part in the 
invasions at Guadalcanal and Cape 
Gloucester. It was at the latter place 
on January 2, that he officially became 
a hero. 

The citation by Vice Admiral T. C. 
Kinkaid, tells the story graphically, 
after explaining the Silver Star award 
is for “distinguishing himself by con- 
spicuous gallantry and intrepidity in 
action against forces of the Japanese 
Army. 

“In the vicinity of an unnamed river, 
in dense jungle undergrowth, over 
difficult and unfamiliar terrain,” it 
reads, “and against a determined and 
well entrenched enemy firing from con- 
cealed pillboxes, Sergeant Carhart ad- 
vanced in front of his squad to deter- 
mine the position of an enemy ma- 
chine-gun which was slowing down the 
advance of his company. 

“He direcied fire toward the position 
ond continued the advance, encounter- 
ing a platoon scout from an adjacent 
unit who had been wounded. He as- 
sisted the scout, under enemy fire, 
back to his own lines and killed two 
of the enemy in doing so. 

Sgt. Carhart is a cousin of our own 
Al Carhart, foreman Plomb Polish de- 
partment.
